The man starting into winter with 
some good fresh cows ought to be 
happy, lor butter Is high and still ad- 
vancing. The cow that makes butter 
all the winter is generally the paying 
cow. 

The Texas Farm m& Ranch thinks 
that it will be a long time before there 
can be an over production of hogs in 
that State.

Give the cow a chance to prove val- 
uable, then if she does not, dispose of 
her.

An exchange says the human fami- 
ly living on earth to-day consists ol 
about 1,450,000,000 souls— not fewer, 
probably more. These are distribu- 
ted literally all over the earth's sur- 
face, there being no considerable spot 
on the globe where man has not found 
a foot-hold. In Aisia. 
"cradle of the human r 
new about 80,000,000 people densely 
crowded, on an average of 120 to 
every square mile. In Europe there 
are 1120,000,000, averaging 100 to the 
square mile, not 60 crowded as Asia, 
but everywhere dense, and in many 
places overpopulated. In Africa there 
are, approximately. 210,000,000, and 
in the Amer.cas— North, South and 
Central— 110,000,000, these latter, of 
course, relatively thinly scattered over 
broad areas. On the islands, large 
and small, there are probably 10,000,- 
000 more. The extremes of the blacks 
and white are as five to three, remain- 
ing 700,000,000 intermediate, brown, 
yellow and tawny in color. Of the en- 
tire race 500,000,000 are well clothed 
—that is they wear garments of some 
kind that will cover nakedness — 250,- 
000,000 habitually go naked, and 700,- 
000,000 only cover the middle part of 
the body ; 500,000,000 live in houses, 
700,000*000 in huts and caves, the re- 
maining 250,000,000 virtually have no 
place to lay their heads.

The edge can then be 
set thickly with pins, but here the 
right sort should be used. The cheap 
articles of home manufacture are too 
large for the purpose. Small Euglish 
pins should be employed. 

A pretty little article for hanging 
beside the bureau to hold the button- 
hook and other small articles is made 
of one of the wooden eggs 
stocking darning. At equal distances 
around the centre screw In four of 
the small brass hooks such as aro used 
on bangle boards, then paint the egg 
white and decorate with tiny flowers 
aud attach a ribbon to two opposite 
hooks to hang It by. The egg may be 
gilded instead of painted, if preferred.

Women in Greenland. 

Dr. Frederick A. Cook, the returned 
explorer, tells a Brooklyn Eagle rep- 
resentative of some curious customs 
among the inhabitants ol far-away 
Greenland. 

Unbecoming as is the costume of 
those uortheners it is graceful aud be-

toms, if all the stories told about them 
be true. They never wash, their 
clothe are worn from generation to 
generation, and their general habits 
are indescribable. When Peary and 
followers washed their faces in melted 
snow the natives thought it a relig- 
ious ceremony and stood silent in 
amazement. When, from seeing the 
operation performed several times, 
they began to understand that it was 
an everyday occurrence, they sum- 
moned their friends from far and near 
to witness the sight. There is but 
little difference between the dresa of 
the men and women of the North. 

The woman's hood is -separate from 
the coat, which hangs loosely in the 
back to afford a resting place for her 
papoose. The papooses wear no 
clothes at all. When tho mother's 
hood is in place no breath of air can 
touch the little one. The skin coats 
hang to the thighs. The mew 
ers reach from the knees to the edge of 
the coat, where they fit tightly. They 
are not fastened in any way, and if 
the wearer leans forward or backward 
he exposes his flesh to an atmosphere 
that would freeze a white man. From 
the knees down the legs aro protected 
by long boots of sealskin. The trous- 
ers are made of the skin of tho polar 
bear, and are practically indestruct- 
ible. One pair will la6t a man a life- 
time aud will then serve lor a younger 
generation. The woman's trousers 
are much shorter than the man's aud 
the boots she wears are proportion- 
ately longer. The boots aro made of 
sealsKiu with the fur dressed off. 
pair of them will last about four 
months. The women maKe the shoes 
aud other clothing and in fact 
the work. The meu hunt and fish and 
sleep. The method of dressing tht 
seal and bird-skins is effective if nasty 
As soon as an Esquimau takes off his 
>ots his wite proceeds to soften them 
r him by chewing them. The shirt 
of auk or eider-duck skin contains 
from 100 to 150 skins, all of which 
have to be chewed into condition 
then sewed together with gut 
shirt will last eighteen months before 
falls to pieces, so that with 
ring and chewing shoes and shirts, 
the time of the women is pretty well 
occupied, without any allowauce for 
the manufacture of stockings from 
the skin of the arctic haro. Dr. Cook 
has a native made quilt of eider-duck 
in, for which he was offered $400. 
When the white men first reached 
Greenland they were as much a curi- 
osity to the Esquimaux as the Esqui- 
maux were to them. Manahasec, of 
one of the most northern t ribes, walk- 
ed 200-miles to gaze at a white man.

During his trip he met a yoang Esqui 
maux girl, with whom he fell in love, 
and Dr. Cook thus describes his love- 
making and the subsequent marriage 
ceremony : "As soon as ManaliaHee 
was attracted to tho girl he asked her 
parents to give her to him. They 
were Willing if she was. Manahasee 
then, according to Greenland custom, 
instead of telling heV that she was the 
most beautiful creature under the sun, 
said to her, "Mahmakdochsoa" which 
means, "You smell good to me," If she 
had run away it would have signified 
that Manahsee must seek elsewhere for 
a wife, but she did not, she repeated, 
Maliniakdochsoa," and the couple 
ubbed their noses together in the 
resence of the girl's relatives That 
concluded the ceremony and, according 
to the custon of the country, they were 
married for a probationary term of 
three months. At the end of three 
months the groom is compelled to re- 
turn the bride to her parents and not 
» see her for a year. If at the end of 
year he desires to claim her she must 
go to him. If he does not care to 
n her he is free to desert her and 
he is not thought to have done any- 
thing dishonorable. It is, however, 
very seldom that an Esquimau deserts 
the girl he has once rubbed noses 
1th. 

Among many other relics that Dr. 
Cock brought back with him are the 
mummified skeletons of an extinct 
race, disenterred by his party from 
their ancient graves at Omanok fjord.

The Sherman Silver Purchase Law, 
that has stood as a menace to our 
fiumicial advancement, has been wiped 
from the Statute books.

A FOWL HOUSE FOR RENTERS. 

A Detached Itulldlnr Thi»t May DaChea] 
ly Constructed and Eaally Moved. 

In country towns and villages there is 
a considerable class of small poultry 
growers, who, being renters and there- 
fore liable to moving about from 
place to another, require poultry houses 
that may be transferred along with other 
goods and chattels without great ex- 
pense. For the benefit of this class is 
here given an illustrated description 
of a plan of house recommended by the 
editor of Farm Poultry hh suited to the 
requirements of renters. He says: 

We give the plan of a house such as we 
shonH build were we on a rented place, 
or, if we adopted the "colony plan," of 
having detached houses set 150 feet apart 
over the fields, with the fowls having 
free range. This house we should build 
8 by ta feet on the ground, 7 feet high in 
front, 4 feet high at the back, with a 
half window at each end, and a door,

half window and a little slide door in 
front. We would have sills 



being 2 by 4 stuff, all 
together, the studs and rafters 
over three feet apart. 

Such a building made of cheapest 
boards and covered— roof and walls— 
with Neponset roofing fabric (and paint- 
ed) would be moderate in cost, so light 
it could be drawn by a pair of horses 
easily after being pried up and two pairs 
of low wheel put under, and would last 
many years. In placing it, the ground 
should lie thrown up so as to make it a 
foot above the surrounding level; small 
stones or blocks set at intervals for the 
sills to rest on; then boards put down 
into the ground and nailed onto the in- 
side of the sills. 

In the ground plan a is the roost plat- 
form, 20 inches from the ground, with 
top of roost pole 10 inches above it; be- 
low it two or three movable nest boxes 
set back to the light; b is the dusting 
box; c, feed trough, just under the win- 
dow, for the morning mash; d, the 
water pan; e, oyster shells box. The 
center of the floor space is open ground

for scratching, and here should be litter, 
such as chopped straw, leaves or chaff, 
into which the grain-feed* should be 
thrown to compel scratching. Such a 
building would house 12 to 15 fowls 
comfortably, and could be multiplied 
indefinitely, according to number of 
fowls kept. 

Cottonseed Bulla For Cow Feed. 

The value of the hulls of cotton seed as 
food for cows is variously estimated by 
different authorities. Professor Massey 
places a high value on them, and H. 
Stewart of North Carolina tells in The 
Country Gentleman that he can verify 
the professor's estimate. Mr. Stewart 
says: 

I have tried cottonseed hulls and must 
say that if I were near a cotton oil mill 
I should use all of it I could, as being tho 
cheapest for cows and cattle in the mar- 
ket. Its composition is as follows: Pro- 
tein, 5. 06 par cent; fat, 8.81; carbohy- 
drates, 42.67; fiber, 45.82. At the usual 
valuation of foods these are worth 68 
cents for 100 pounds, equal to $18.20 a 
ton. But they may be bought at the 
mills for $1.20 a ton and at this price 
are certainiy cheap enough. They fatten 
cattle rapidly, and the town cows that 
board free about the mills look as sleek 
as an exhibition Jersey. 

The Southern Cultivator, writing on 
the same subject, says: "The approved 
method of feeding cotton hulls is 4 pounds 
of hullB aud 1 pound of cottonseed meul, 
or 20 pounds of hulls and 5 pounds of 
cottonseed meal per day to a large cow. 
According to intelligent authority there 
is but little nutriment in the hulls, anal- 
ysis showing that they are about equal 
to dry wheat straw. Their chief merit 
is their cheapness. A mixture of chopped 
oat straw and cottonseed meal would, in 
our opinion, be just as good and prob- 
ably better than the mixture of hulls and 
meal. The proportions above would be 
greatly improved by the addition of 
three or four pounds of wheat bran. 
Hulls alone will keep a cow alive, and 
that is about all." 

The Cattle Hornfly. 
The hornfly, which is a very serions 
pest in many of the southern states, 
forms a subject for consideration in a 
bulletin issued from the Mississippi sta- 
tion. In this bulletin H. E. Weed ad 
vises the use of an oil containing 1 ounce 
crude carbolic acid, one-half to 1 ounce 
pennyroyal, one-fourth pound sulphur 
and 1 gallon crude cottonseed oil, or fish 
oil, or lard oil. Mix well and apply with 
a brush or cloth to the back, shoulders 
and neck of the animal. Fish oil and 
pine tar mixed and applied in the same 
way is equally effective. Mixing the 
tar with the fish oil makes the odor last 
longer. Either the pennyroyal or the 
tar mixture will keep off the flies for 
several days, after which repeat the ap- 
plication. As the hornfliea breed in fresh 
manure, the stables and yards should be 
kept m clean as possible. The maggota 
in the manure may be killed with quick-

American Cliff-Dwellers. 

Hitherto all attempts to assign a 
time when the cliff-dwellings were 
abandoned have been mere conject- 
ures. That the ruins are not all of 
the same age is certain ; and it is not 
unreasonable to conclude that the 
cliff-dwellerB survived during a long 
period of time, various communities 
voluntarily abandoning their old 
homes for more favorable positions 
long before the final diappearance of 
the race. 

Now that so many of these ancient 
ruins are being explored, the archa-- 
ologist, by comparative examinations 
into improvements in architecture, by 
a careful consideration of the condi- 
tions and progress of decay, and by 
studying the relics of earthenware 
aud the implements that are contin- 
ually being found, will, it is hoped, be 
able approximately to assign different 
periods of antiquity to different ruins 
In spite of the arid climate and other 
favoring circumstances militating 
against decay, it is difficult to believe 
that certain relics, such as wood- 
work, matting, etc., have defied the 
destructive action of time of any great 
length. It is true that the cerements 
that infold Egyptian mummies are 
thousands of years old, but it muBt be 
remembered they were smeared with 
preservative unguents, that many of 
their lifeless wearers were inclosed in 
air-tight sarcophagi, and that none of 
them were exposed to weathering in- 
fluences. 

What an extraordinary life thopo 
ancient people led! What curious 
households they presented living in 
homes perched in holes and niches 
aud wide-yawning caverns in the 
cliffs at heights varying from one hun- 
dred to two thousandtfeet above the 
bottoms of the canyons ! With mirs-

cliff-dwollor day by day would sally 
from his doorway and descend the 
bald rock a thousand feet without a 
tremor — with no more feeling of trep- 
idation than had the eagle which 
soared above him. Accustomed from 
infancy to gaze fvom dizzy heights, he 
skirted the precipice's edge in ail safe- 
ty and looked unmoved into the abyss 
below. Evening found him at homo 
again with his children around him, 
perhaps smoking his pipe after a sup- 
per of roasted corn and flesh of tur- 
key. And the babies, like eaglets in 
their eyries! Imagine mothers de- 
scending those steeps with their in- 
fants on their backs aud returning 
with vessels of water or bundles of 
fire-fuel on their heads! No woudcr 
that the children learned to gaze un- 
awed iuto fearsome depths, aud. where 
facilities offered, played hide-and-seek 
and tag-last among the rocks, as soon 
they had discarded their child- 
ties aud other playthings.

Fruit at Little Cost.
